4 .—Secretary of 
Agriculture Rusk has given out his annual 
report. 
It is quite voluminous and con­ 
tains some very interesting features. 
Ha 
complains that his department bas been 
allowed an appropriation much smaller 
than its necessities require, the amount 
being but $2,000,000, 
while all other 
countries appropriate much more, and 
France in 1886 appropriated $8,000,000. 
He says ho will ask Congress to increase 
largely the amount for his department and 
furnish more elaborate and convenient 
buildings. 
The secretary devotes much space to the 
subject of sorghum 
sugar culture and 
manufacture, and regards the experiments 
as indicating final success and the build­ 
ing up of a grand industry, especially in 
Kansas and Indian Territory. 
He favors 
government inspection of cattle and legis­ 
lation to protect American meat interests 
at homo and abroad. 
Tbs wool industry 
he considers in a prosperous condition, and 
recommends additional legislation to keep 
it so. 
Of tho rapid development of agriculture 
in the Rocky mountain 
districts 
the 
Secretary says: “ The results will surprise 
the eastern States with new views of the 
wealth and progress of the great Amer­ 
ican desert of the recent past.” 
*lhe 
Secretary, in this connection, suggests the 
appointment of a State statistician in 
every State and a comprehensive plan of 
agricultural surveys of the States aud 
Territories. 
The report 
urges tho 
duty of the 
Government to assume a more definite 
supervision of such forest areas 
as are 
still owned by it and as occupy a position 
of importance in the regulation of Water­ 
flow and of other climatic conditions, and 
emphasizes tho importance of the relations 
which the forests bear to the problem of 
irrigation in the arid lands of their im­ 
mense annual product. 
The subject of agricultural organiza­ 
tions is 
dwelt 
upon earnestly, 
their 
astonishing growth during the last few 
years being cited as strong evidence of the 
growth ot tho spirit of self-help among 
the farmers. 
The farmers’ institutes are 
referred to particularly as one of the 
greatest movements in the history of ajfri- 
culture and as tho strongest lever for rais­ 
ing and upholding the work of supfrior 
agricultural 
colleges 
and experiment 
stations. 
Tho Secretary recommends that 
the department should be empowered to 
afford aid and encouragement to this 
work. 
In regard to plouro pneumonia the sit­ 
uation is regarded as most encouraging. 
Thanks to the vigilance and vigorous 
measures which have been exercised, this 
disease is now effectually undor control 
and restricted to Kings and Queens coun­ 
ties in New York State, to New Jersey, 
and a limited section in each of the States 
of Pennsylvania and Maryland. 
A care­ 
ful review of tho field, together with the 
arrangements made for the supervision of 
the limited districts still infected, justify, 
In the Secretary’s opinion, “ the most 
sanguine hopes” in regard to tho proxi­ 
mate complete eradication of the disease. 
In conclusion the report submits figures 
showing the importance of agriculture, 
which produces an annual yield of nearly 
$4,000,000,000, employing on the 5,000,00') 
farms 10,000,000 persons, representing 
population of -10,000,000 people, while the 
value of live stock alone is estimated at 
$2,507,000, OOO.

473; gold bars, $22,341,121; silver bars, 
$6,700,246. 
In addition to the above gold 
bars were exchanged for coin for export to 
the amount of $57,507,812. 
The profit ibn 
coinage of silver during the year was $9,- 
403,049. 
The 
total number of silver 
dollars coined under the Bland act was 
843,038,000. 
The 
director 
estimates 
that 
$16,000,000 
worth 
of 
gold and $8,000,000 of 
silver 
were 
used by the industrial arts during the year. 
The product of gold and silver in the 
United States for the calendar year 1§38 
is estimated as follows: 
Gold, $33,175.- 
000; silver, commercial value, $43,OOO,OOO; 
coining value, $59,195,000. 
The product 
of the world for the same time was: Gold, 
$105,994,150; silver, commercial value, 
$103,556,000; coinage value, $142,439,158. 
In conclusion the director recommends the 
discontinuance of $1 and $3 gold-pieces 
and 3-cent nickel pieces, and the with­ 
drawal of those outstanding from circula­ 
tion.

The two brothers lived on 
small farm belonging to their father 
eight miles from the city. 
A hired man 
went to the neighboring farm house of 
Caph Bell, who telephoned the sheriff's 
office in this city. 
The murderer made no 
attempt to escape. 
After the shooting he 
went over to tho Bell house and awaited 
the arrival of the officers. 
Within two 
hours after the shooting Edward J. Cooper 
was behind the bars of the Milwaukee 
county jail charged with the dreadful 
crime of fratricide. 
Cooper is a large, heavy set man and 
not of high intelligence. 
He is 37 years 
old, married and has two children living. 
His brother Peter was about two years 
older, noted as one of the strongest men of 
the section, of a quarrelsome, violent tem­ 
per and frequently in trouble. 
He was 
unmarried. 
Edward Cooper is a popular 
man in his neighborhood. 
Cooper sat in 
the jail corridor last evening, smoking a 
cigar. 
He was much agitated and said: 
“ Peter has treated me like a dog. Once 
he assaulted me with a butcher-knife and 
struck me on the head with a club. 
You 
can see the scars yet,” showing several 
seams across his forehead. 
“ A year ago 
he pitched me out of the house and beat 
me. 
He has called my wife all sorts of 
filthy names. 
Sunday morning lie called 
my wife a vile name. 
I replied and he 
began to abuse me and got up from the 
table as if to assault me. 
He came toward 
me and I palled out the revolver and fired. 
I don’t know how many times I shot or 
how many times I hit him. 
He had 
brutally beaten me before and I was afraid 
he would again. 
I had warned him I be­ 
fore that if he got shot some day it would 
be his own fault 
I run the farm myself. 
Pete was a bee-keeper. 
He was always 
trying to boss things ami always abusing 
me.” 
Sheriff Burnham said: 
“ I know the whole family well. The boys 
were good enongh fellows, but Peter was 
very hot-tempered and fond of running 
things. 
I suppose he persecuted Ed# until 
he was driven to desperation.” 
Peter Cooper was shot once in|tbe throat 
and once near the heart 
The bullet was 
a heavy one and he died instantly. 
The 
aged father of the two men is prostrated 
and his recovery is doubtful.

Before embarking on his journey to 
the H oly Land, for which he took his 
departure on Wednesday last, the Rev. 
T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., addressed 
his sermon readers through the press, 
as follows, his address being founded 
on a text found in Acts xx., 38, “And 
they accompanied him unto the ship:” 
To the more than twenty-five mil­ 
lion people in many countries to whom 
my sermons Como week by week, in 
English tongue and by translation, 
through the kindness of the newspa­ 
per press, I address these words. 
I 
dictate them lo a stenographer on tho 
avo of my departure for the Holy Land, 
Palestine. 
When you read this ser­ 
mon I will be mid-Atlantic. 
I go to 
be gone a few weeks on a religious 
journey. 
I go because I want for my­ 
self and hearers and readers to see 
Bethlehem, and Nazareth, and Jeru­ 
salem, and Calvary, and all the other 
places connected with the Savior’s life 
and death, and so reinforce myself for 
sermons. 
I go also because I urn writ­ 
ing the “Life of Christ,” and can be 
more accurate and graphic when I have 
been an eye-witness of the sacred 
places. 
Tray for my successful jour­ 
neying and my safe return. 
I wish on tho eve of departure to 
pronounce a loving benediction upon 
all my friends in high places and low. 
My next sermon will bo addressed to 
you from Rome, Italy, for I feel liko 
Paul when he said: “So, as much as 
is in me is, J am ready to preach the 
gospel to you that are at Rome also.” 
The fact is that Paul was ever moving 
about on land or sea. 
Tho sailors 
never scoffed at him for being a “land 
lubber.” 
lf Paul’s advice had been 
taken, the crew would never have gone 
ashore at Melita. 
When the vessel 
went seuddling under bare poles Paul 
was Hie only self-possessed man on 
board, and, turning to the excited crew 
and despairing passengers, 
he ex­ 
claims, in a voico that sounds above 
tho thunder of the tempest 
and tho 
wrath of the 
sea: 
“ Be of good 
cheer.” 
Tho men who now go to sea with 
maps and charts and modern compass, 
warned by buoy and lighthouse, know 
nothing of 
tho 
perils of ancient 
navigation. People then ventured only 
from headland to headland and from 
island to island, and not until long 
after spread their sails for a voyage 
across tho sea. 
Before starting,, the 
weather was watched, and, the vessel 
having been hauled up on tho shore, 
the mariners placed their shoulders 
against the stern of the ship and heaved 
It off, they at the last moment leaping 
into it. 
Vessels were then chiefly ships of 
burden—the transit of passengers be­ 
ing the exception; for tho world was 
not then migratory as in our day, when 
tho first desire of a man in one place 
seems to be to get into another place. 
The 
ship from 
which Jonah was 
thrown overboard, and that in which 
Paul was carried prisoner, went out 
chiefly with the idea of taking in cargo. 
As now, so then, vessels were ac­ 
customed to carry a flag. 
The ships 
wore provided with 
anchors. 
An­ 
chors were of two kinds; those that 
were dropped into the sea. and those 
that were thrown up onto the rocks to 
hold the vessel fast. 
This last kind 
was what Paul alluded to when ho 
said: 
“Which hope we have as an 
anchor of the soul, both sure and 
steadfast, and which entereth into that 
within the vail.” That was what the 
sailors called a “hook anchor.” 
The 
rocks and sand bars, shoals and head­ 
lands, not being mapped out, vessels 
carried a plumb line. 
They would 
drop 
it and find the water fifty 
athoms, and drop it again and find it 
'orty fathoms, and drop it again and 
find it thirty fathoms, thus discover­ 
ing their near approach to tho shore. 
In the spring, summer and autumn, 
the Mediterranean Sea was white with 
tho wings of ships, but at the first 
wintry blast they hied themselves to 
the nearest harbor, although now the 
world’s commerce prospers as well in 
January as in June, and in midwinter, 
tho Christian passenger, tippeted and 
shawled, sits under tho shelter of the 
smokestack, looking off upon the phos­ 
phorescent deep, on which is written, 
in scrolls of foam and fire: “Thy way, 
0 God, is in the sea, and Thy path in 
the great waters!” 
It is in those days of early nav iga- 
tion that I see a group of men, women, 
and children on tho beach of the Medi­ 
terranean. 
Paul is about to leave tho 
congregation to whom he had preached 
and they are come down to see him off. 
It is a solemn thing to part. 
There 
arc so many traps that wait for a man’s 
feet. 
Tho solid ground may break 
through, and the sea—how many dark 
mysteries it holds in its bosom! A few 
counsels, a hasty good-bye, a last look, 
an d the ropes rattle, and the sails are 
hoisted, a n d the planks are hauled in, 
and Faul is gone. 
I expect to sail 
over some of tho samo waters over 
which Paul sailed, but before going I 
want to urge you all to embark for 
Heaven. 
The church is the drydock where 
souls are to bo fitted for Heaven. 
In 
making a vessel for this voyage the 
first need is sound timber. The floor 
timbers ought to be of solid stuff. 
For 
the want of it, vessels that looked ablo 
to run their jibbooms into the eye of 
any tempest, when caught in the storm 
have been crushed like a wafen 
The 
truths of God’s word are what I mean 
by floor timbers. 
Away with your 
lighter materials. 
Nothing but oaks- 
hewn in the forest of Divine truth, 
are staunch enough for this craft. 
You must have Love for a helm, to 
guide and turn the craft. 
Neither 
Pride nor Ambition nor Avarice will 
do for a rudder. 
Love, not only in the 
heart, but flashing in tho eye and ting­ 
ling in the hand—Love married to 
Work, which many look upon a3 so 
homely a bride—Love, not like brooks, 
which foam and rattle yet do nothing, 
but Love like a river that runs up the 
steps of mill wheels, and works in the 
harness or factory bands—Love that 
will not pass by on the other side, but 
visits the man who fell among thieves 
near Jericho, lite the good Samaritan, 
pouring in oil and wine and paying 
his board at tho tavern. 
There must 
also be a prow, arranged to cut and 
override the billow. That is Christian 
perseverance. 
There are three mountain surges 
that sometimes dash against the soul 


in a minute —the world, the flesh, anti 
the devil; and that is a well-built prow 
that can bound over them. 
For lack el 
this, many have put back and never 
started again. It is the broadside wave 
that so often sweeps the deck and fills 
the hatches; but that which strikes in 
front is 
harmless. 
Meet 
troubles 
courageously and you surmount them. 
Stand on the prow, and as you wipe off 
the spray of the split surge cry out 
with the apostle: “Noneof these things 
move me.” 
Let all your fears stay aft. 
The right must conquer. 
Know that 
Moses, in an ark of bulrushes, can run 
down a war steamer. 
Have a good, strong anchor. * Which 
hope we have as an anchor.” 
By this 
strong cable and windlass hold on to 
your anchor: 
“If any man sin, we 
have an advocate with the Father.” 
Do not use the anchor wrongfully. 
Do 
not always stay in the same latitude 
and longitude. 
You will never ride up 
the harbor of eternal rest if you all the 
way drag your anchor. 
But you must have sails. 
Vessels 
are not fit for the sea until they have 
the flying jib, the foresail, the top­ 
gallant, the skysail, the gaffsail, and 
other canvas. 
Faith is our canvas. 
Hoist it, and the wdnds of Heaven will 
drive you ahead. 
Sails made out of 
any other canvas than faith will be 
Slit to tatters by the first northeaster. 
Strong faith is a shield to the warrior, 
a crank to the most ponderous wheel, 
a lever to pry up pyramids, a drum 
whose beat gives strength to the step 
of the heavenly soldiery, and sails to 
waft ships laden with priceless pearls 
from tho harbor of earth to the harbor 
of Heaven. 
But you are not yet equipped. 
You 
must havo what seamen call the run­ 
ning rigging. 
This comprises the 
ship’s braces, halliards, clew lines and 
such like. 
Without these the yards 
could not be braced, the sails lifted, 
nor the canvas in anywise managed. 
We have prayer for the running lag­ 
ging. 
Unless you understand this 
tackling you are nota spiritual seaman. 
By pulling on these ropes, you hoist 
tho sails of faith and turn them every 
whither. 
The prow of courage will 
not cut the wave, nor the sail of faith 
spread and flap its wing, unless you 
have strong prayer for a halliard. 
One more arrangement, and you will 
be ready for the sea. 
You must have 
a compass—which is the Bible. 
Look 
at it every day, and always sail by it. 
as its needle points towards the S t*’ of 
Bethlehem. 
Through fog, and dark­ 
ness, aud storm, it works faithfully. 
Search tho 
Scriptures. 
“ Box the 
compass.” 
Let me give you two or three rules 
for the voyage. 
Allow your appetites 
and passion i only an under deck pas­ 
sage. 
Do not allow them ever to 
come up on the promenade 
deck. 
Never allow your lower nature any­ 
thing better than a steerage passage. 
Let watchfulness walk tho decks as an 
armed sentinel, and shoot down with 
great promptness anything like a mu­ 
tiny of riotous appetites. 
Be sure to look out of tho forecastle 
for icebergs. 
These are cold Chris­ 
tians floating about in the church. 
The frigid zone professors will sink 
you. 
Steer clear of icebergs. 
When 
the express train stops at the depot, 
you hear a hammer sounding on all 
the wheels, thus testing the safety of 
the rail train. 
Bound, as we are, 
with more than express speed toward 
a great eternity, ought we not often to 
try the work of self-examination? 
Be sure to keep your colors up! You 
know the ships of England, Russia, 
France and Spain by the ensigns they 
carry. 
Let it ever be known who you 
are, and for what port you are bound. 
Let “Christian” be written on the very 
front with a figure of a cross, a crown, 
and a dove; and from tho masthead 
let float the streamers of Immanuel. 
Then the pirate vessels of temptation 
will pass you unharmed as they say: 
4 There goes a Christian bound for tile 
port of Heaven. 
W e will not disturb 
lier, for she has too many guns aboard.” 
Run up your flag on this pulley: “ I am 
not ashamed of the gospel of Christ, 
for it is the power of God and the wis­ 
dom of God unto salvation.” 
When 
driven back, or laboring under great 
stress of weather look above the top­ 
gallants, and the sign of the cross will 
make you patient, and the crown will 
make you glad. 
Before you gain port you will smell 
the land breezes of Heaven, and Christ, 
the pilot, will meet you as you come 
into the Narrows of Death, and fasten 
to you, and say: “When thou passest 
through tho waters I will be with thee; 
and through the rivers, they shall not 
overflow thee.” 
Are you ready for 
such a voyage? Make up your minds. 
Tho gang planks are lifting. 
The bell 
rings. 
All aboard for Heaven! 'This 
world is not your rest. 
Oh, howl wish 
that as I embark for the holy land in 
the East, all to whom I preach be­ 
tongue or type 
would embark for 
Heaven! What you all most need is 
God, and you need Him now. 
Some 
of you I leave in trouble. 
Things are 
going very hard with you. 
You have 
had a hard struggle with poverty, or 
sickness, or persecution, or bereave­ 
ment. 
Light after light has gone out, 
and it is so dark that you can hardly 
see any blessing left. 
May that Jesus 
who comforted the widow- of Nam and

And now gives us (for I go 
alone) your benediction. 
When jtou 
send letters to a friend in a distant 
land, you say via such a city, or via 
such a steamer. 
When you send your 
good wishes to us, send them via the 
throne of God. 
We shall not travel 
out of the reach of your prayers. 
T here is a scene w here sp irits dw ell, 
W here friend holds in terco u rse w ith friend; 
Though sundered far. by fa ith we m eet 
A roil lid one com m on m ercy seat. 
And now, may the blessing of God 
come down upon your bodies and upon 
your souls, your fathers and mothers, 
your companions, your children, your 
brothel’s and sisters and your friends! 
May you be blessed in your business 
and in your pleasures, 
in your joys 
and in your sorrows, in the house and 
by the' way! 
And if, during 
our 
separation, an arrow from the unseen 
world should strike any one of us, 
may it only hasten on the raptures 
that God has prepared for those who 
love Him! I utter not the word farewell; 
it is too sad, too formal a word for mc 
to speak or write. 
But, considering 
that I have your hand tightly clasped 
in both of mine, I utter a kind, and 
affetionate and a cheerful good-by!
